I would like to know what the law would 


be concerning a fishing boat on a trailer, 
unattached to any type vehicle, left parked 
In the street for days. We as neighbors are 
concerned for our area. 


A city ordinance, section 18-101 and 102, 


provides for police to remove any vehicle 
at owner's expense, which has not been 
moved within 48 hours. That ordinance 
reads, "It shall be unlawfulfor any,person, 
having registered in his name or owning or 
operating or having in charge any vehicle 
to allow, suffer or permit same to stop, 
stand or be parked in any street in the city 
in violation of any of the provisions of this 
chapter or other ordinances of the city 
regulating the stopping, standing or 
parking of vehicles." 


Section 18-102 provides for such a vehicle 


to be towed away, stating, "Any vehicle or 
other property or obstruction placed, left 
standing, parked, erected or lying in 
violation of any ordinance of the city of 
Corsicana or left unattended for more than 
forty-eight continuous hours in or on any 
public street, alley, sidewalk, park or 
other public place of said city is declared 
to be a nuisance, and such property when 
so found shall be removed summarily by 
any police officer of the City of Corsicana 
and taken to the police pound and kept 
there until redeemed or sold as herein 
provided. The payment of the impounding 
fee shall not constitute a defense to any 
charge against the driver or owner of such 
vehicle, for violating this chapter or other 
traffic ordinances prohibiting or limiting 
such parking." 


Police procedure is for an officer to tag 


the vehicle in question with a warning 
notice citing the ordinance and then give 
the owner time to move that vehicle. If the 
vehicle is not moved, then police have it 
towed away and charge that tow to the 
owner. 


Can you explain exactly how the Income 


tax rebate checks were figured? Also what 
was done when a husband and wife filed 
:separate returns? 


Jack G. Petrie, chief of the Taxpayer 


Communications Branch of the Internal 
Revenue Service in Washington, explains 
it this way: 


"The law provides for a special refund 


which is slated in favor of individuals in 
the 
low-income 
and 
middle-income 


brackets. Although the special refund is 
set at 10 per cent of an individual's 1974 tax 
liability, which, by itself, would benefit 
high-income individuals, it also sets the 
maximum refund amount at $200. It fur- 
ther adopts a phase-out provision that 
reduces the special refund that would 
otherwise be payable to a taxpayer whose 
1974 adjusted gross income was over 
$20,000. The law provides a minimum 
refund of $100 except for an individual 
whose tax liability was less than $100. In 
this latter instance, the special refund will 
be equal to the taxpayer's 1974 liability. 


"The various limits noted above are 


reduced in half for a married person who 
filed a separate return for 1974." 


That means, according to a "Rebate 


Work Sheet" obtained from the IRS, that 
key figures such as tax liability and ad- 
justed gross income were halved when 
separate returns were filed by a married 
couple. A copy the Rebate Work Sheet has 
been mailed to you for your reference. 


A recent story in The Daily Sun 


reminded political candidates that federal 
funds are available for presidential 
campaigns. Do these funds come from the 
$1 designations on income tax forms for 
political parties or are they part of a 
special appropriation? 


The campaign fund checkoff on income 


tax forms, designating $1 (or $2 for joint 
returns) for use in political campaigns, 
provides all the money used by candidates, 
the Internal Revenue Service said. Tax- 
payers who check the box pay no more in 
taxes than those who do not, but $1 or $2 of 
their taxes is placed into a campaign fund 
which is divided between major can- 
didates for president. People who have no 
tax liability but still file tax returns, such 
as students, cannot earmark a dollar for 
the campaigns, the IRS said.

Both he and his wife were not in town the 
night of the incident you mentoined, he 
explained, or the people would not have 
been allowed to bring the beer inside. 


Davis said the employees working that 


night told him they did not see the cooler 
being brought in to the restaurant or they 
would have asked the people to take it back 
to their car. 


Restaurants in dry areas can allow 


alcoholic beverages to be brought in by 
customers so long as restaurant employes 
do not handle those beverages, it was 
explained, but the final decision belongs to 
the manager. 


The liquor laws you mention designate 


where alcohol may be sold, not where it 
may be consumed. 


If a single person earns $10,000 a year 


and a married couple with no children 
together earn $20,000 a year, what per- 
centage more in income tax does the single 
person pay, assuming that both returns 
are based on standard deductions?

Hubbard raises school taxes despite defeat of bonds 
Democrat wins N.H. Senate race

HUBBARD-The 
Hubbard 


Board of Education voted last 
night to raise the tax rate for the 
school district from 60 cents per 
$100 to $1.25 per $100 despite the 
defeat of a $1.1 million bond 
election last weekend. 


About 75 local citizens at- 


tended the meeting, the first 
since the defeat of the bond 
election. The votes in that 
election were canvassed by 
board members Tom Walker 
and H. M. Morris. Final tallies 
showed 305 Votes in favor of the 
bond and 361 opposed. 


BILLIE HOWARD, a Hub- 


bard citizen, informed the 


board of a series of meetings 
between citizens of Hubbard 
and Mt. Calm. Howard said 
many Mt. Calm citizens seemed 
to be in favor of consolidating 
the Hubbard and Mt. Calm 
schools, in light of the bond's 
defeat. Consolidation efforts 
between Hubbard, Mt. Calm, 
Malone, Penelope and Bynum 
fell through about one year ago. 


"We're not going over there 


(to Mt. Calm) to make those 
people any promises," Howard 
told the board. "We just want to 
find out what they want, then 
we'll come back and tell you 
(the board)," he said of an 
upcoming meeting. 


Board 
president 
James 


Harold 
Weatherby 
said 


meetings between the two 
school boards would also take 
place in the near future. 


THE 
BOARD 
indicated 


several improvements will be 
made to the present Hubbard 
schools. 
These 
include 


replacing gas, water and sewer 
lines at the elementary school. 
Superintendent James Cum- 
mins said he had obtained an 
estimate of $5,736 for the work. 
It was also decided to replace 
the doors at the elementary 
school, at an estimated cost of 
$2,000, and to have the gym- 
nasium sprayed for termites. 


A good deal of discussion 


followed concerning the setting 


of the tax rate, although in the 
final verdict, the vote for $1.25 
was unanamous. The taxes are 
figured 
on 
100 per 
cent 


evaluated property. 


Most of the debate centered 


around what would be done with 
the extra money generated by 
the increased rate. 


Board member Dr. J. M. 


Ryman said the rate should be 
high enough to keep the board 
from having to make short term 
loans from banks to pay the 
bills. 


One such loan was passed at 


the meeting, for $21,000 to meet 
the September and October 
payrolls. "We need to get that 
rate up to where we can do some 


work around 
here without 


worrying about money all the 
time," he said. "We'll get some 
paint in this gym and get this 
god-awful green and pink out of 
here," he said. 


THE TAX RATE was set at 


$1.15 cents for local main- 
tenance plus 10 cents to go for 
retirement of a 19-year-old 
bond. Although the $1.25 could 
allow nearly enough excess 
money to retire'the bond, all 
board 
members 
were 
in 


agreement that since the bond 
was at only 3.5 per cent interest, 
it would be foolish to do so. 
v 


As far as the bond impeding 


consolidation efforts, Cummins 
said, "the other schools should 


be just as satisfied if we have 
the money in the bank." 


Board member Tom Walker 


proposed a $3,000 exemption be 
granted to tax payers over the 
age of 65, and that proposal was 
accepted unanamously by the 
board. 


The next meeting of the board 


is set for Oct. 14.

pledged, "I am going to stand 
up, lam going to speak out and I 


am going to rock the boat in a 
responsible 
manner until 


Washington starts listening to 
the people again." 


The decisive Durkin victory 


came in the unprecedented re- 
run of the closest Senate elec- 
tion in the nation's history and 
gave this once solidly Republi- 
can state two Democratic sena- 
tors for the first time since 1855. 


Both the turnout, more than 


240,000, and the margin of Dur- 
kin's victory exceeded the pre- 
election forecasts of both par- 
ties. 


Unofficial returns from all of 


the state's 299 precincts gave 
Durkin 140,273 votes, or 54 per 
cent; Wyman 113,044, or 43 per 
cent; and Carmen Chimento of 


the American party 8,853, or 3 
per cent. 


In the original election last 


November, three different tall- 
ies produced three different 
outcomes, with Durkin and Wy- 
man each polling more than 
110,000 votes and Chimento just 
1,372. 


Feuding New Hampshire Re- 


publicans had united behind the 
58-year-old Wyman, who noted 
that in addition President Ford 
had "put his name on the line" 
by staging an 11-hour, 118-mile 
motorcade through the southern 
part of the state in his behalf 
last Thursday. 


When the votes were tallied, 


however, Durkin had improved 
his showing just about every- 


where, doubling his earlier 
margins in the cities of Man- 
chester and Portsmouth and de- 
monstrating increased strength 
in normally Republican towns. 


"The people have spoken," 


said the disappointed Wyman. 
"I accept it in the spirit of the 
majority way." 


He said he didn't think New 


Hampshire voters "would elect 
an organized labor candidate," 
added he didn't know why he 
had lost and declared the out- 
come "indicates that next 
year's general thrust of politics 
is going to be the left of center." 


In the firsfT>urkin-Wyman 


contest, an unofficial 355-vote 
Wyman margin turned first into 
a 10-vote Durkin victory.

UT faculty votes to ask 
resignation of Dr. Rogers 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - Stu- 


dents protesting the selection of 
Dr. Lorene Rogers as the new 
president of the University of 
Texas scheduled a noon rally 
.today on what Dr. Rogers ad- 
mits is a "troubled campus." 


The faculty said it felt an ob- 


ligation to hold classes, but 
added, "We pledge to inflict no 
reprisal of any kind upon stu- 
dents whose duties cause their 
absence from class." 


An overwhelming majority of 


650 faculty members voted at a 
special meeting Tuesday to de- 
mand Dr. Rogers resignation, 


even though she said she 
thought she had done what was 
best for the school. 


"I had to choose between 


these two situations," she said. 
"Start the search process over 
again, because the (faculty-stu- 
dent) advisory committee and 
(regent) selection committees 
could not arrive at a consensus, 
or accept the nomination of the 
selection committee without the 
approval of the advisory com- 
mittee." 


"The need for long-range di- 


rection was weighed against 
the knowledge of the dissension 


that would arise from choosing 
the second alternative. .. I be- 
lieve I made my decision in the 
best interests of the univer- 
sity," Dr. Rogers said. 


The three regents who had 


opposed Dr. Rogers on a 5-3 
vote last Friday appealed to 
the faculty to give her a 
chance. 


The resolution adopted by the 


faculty said the advisory com- 
mittee had unanimously re- 
jected Dr. Rogers as a possible 
president on four separate oc- 
casions.

New York teachers 
to go back to work Thursday 


By The Associated Press 
Teachers end a week-long 


strike in financially strapped 
New York City today and pre- 
pare for Thursday's resumption 
of classes for 1.1 million public 
school pupils under a contract 
that cuts class time 90 minutes 
a week. 


The pact was grudgingly ac- 


cepted by the teachers and al- 
ready is the subject of parent 
protests. 


Teachers voted 10,651 to 6,695 


to accept a compromise settle- 


ment Tuesday, but some of the 
city's 65,000 teachers accused 
United Federation of Teachers 
president Albert Shanker of 
"selling out." Shanker called 
the new two-year contract one 
which "nobody likes," but he 
added, "We have gotten the 
most we can, given the fiscal 
situation in the city." 


Local school boards and 


many parents voiced strong op- 
position to provisions that call 
for cutting class time for pupils 
by an hour and a half each 


week. 


In Chicago, meanwhile, nego- 


tiations continued without an 
apparent breakthrough. About 
530,000 pupils have been idled 
since 27,000 teachers struck on 
the first day of classes Sept. 3. 


Teachers at EHOVE Joint 


Vocational School in Milan, 
Ohio, voted to return to work 
today after accepting a new 
contract Tuesday night raising 
their base pay from $7,750 to 
$8,300. They struck at the start 
of the school year, delaying the 


opening for 900 students. 


Lay teachers who staff 12 Ro- 


man Catholic schools in the 
New York archdiocese went on 
strike' Tuesday after negotia- 
tions broke down. A similar 
walkout has been in effect in 
the Brooklyn diocese. 


Other teacher strikes contin- 


ued in communities in Dela- 
ware, Washington state, Cali- 
fornia, Rhode Island, Mas- 
sachusetts, New York state, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania.

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (AP) 


— Two more nights in a cell 
and Freddie Lee Pitts and Wil- 
bert Lee will be free at last 
after 12 years and 48 days in 
prison for murders another 
man confessed to nine years 
ago. 


"I want to head out of here, 


crawl off by myself and un- 
wind," the 31-year-old Pitts 
said Tuesday after he learned 
that final action' had been com- 
pleted on a pardon. 


"I just want to see that par- 


don," said Lee, 40. 


The two black men will walk 


out of the Florida State Prison 
at Raiford as free men on Fri- 
day, then they will be whisked 
into seclusion by supporters 
who fought for 10 years to free 
them. 


"I feel a bittersweet sense of 


great joy and yet underlying 
sorrow," said Public Defender 
Phillip Hubbart of Miami. "Joy 
at this incredible victory after 
long, hard years and sorrow 
that it didn't come sooner." 


Pitts and Lee were convicted 


by an all-white jury of the July 
1963 execution-style murders of 
service station attendants Jesse 
Burkett and Grover Floyd Jr. 
at Port St. Joe. 


They had confessed to the 


murders, but later claimed that 
they were coerced and beaten 
into confessing. 


Sentenced to death in the 


electric chair, they spent most 
of their first nine years in pris- 
on confined to 6-by-9 foot Death 
Row cells. 


Supporters of Pitts and Lee, 


including Hubbart and Pulitzer 
Prize-winning reporter Gene 
Miller of the Miami Herald, 
embarked on a crusade to free 
them. 


But even after the 1966 con- 


fession by white convict Curtis 
"Boo" Adams to the Floyd-Bur- 
kett murders, the legal struggle 
to free Pitts and Lee was not 
over. 


The two won a new trial in 


1972, but were convicted a sec- 
ond time by another all-white 


jury when Circuit Judge D: R. 
Smith of Ocala ruled that 
Adams' 
confession 
was in- 


admissable hearsay evidence. 


Gov. Reubin Askew issued a 


pardon last week after an 18- 
month investigation of his own, 
but under state law, such a 
pardon must be signed by the 
governor and three Cabinet 
members. 


Askew, Atty. Gen. Robert

SAN JUAN, P.R. (AP) - 


Hurricane Eloise hit the north 
coast of the Dominican Repub- 
lic today with 80-mile winds 
and heavy rains after killing at 
least seven people and causing 
extensive damage in Puerto 
Rico. 


The National Hurricane Cen- 


ter in Miami said the storm 
was expected to strengthen. 
But "it's too far away to know 
whether or not it's going to hit 
the United States," forecaster 
Paul Hebert said. 


"Torrential rain will occur 


over the Dominican Republic 
today and tonight, causing ex- 
tensive 
flooding 
in 
many 


streams and rivers," the Miami 
center's 3 a.m. advisory said. 
"Heavy rain will begin today 
over Haiti (which adjoins the 
Dominican Republic on the 
island of Hispaniola), creating 
a substantial threat of flood- 
ing." 


The storm'center was located 


early today about 80 miles 
north of Santo Domingo, the 
Dominican capital, and was 
moving west-northwest at about 
eight miles per hour. 


More than 6,000 persons were 


reported 
driven from 
their 


homes in Puerto Rico. The 
dead 
included two 
persons 


crushed in the collapse of a 
building, two electrocuted, two 
drowned and an oil refinery 
worker burned to death when 
flood waters caused an elec- 
trical fire.

ON THE BALLOT 


Revising the separa- 


tion of powers, legisla- 
tive and executive provi- 
sions of the Texas Con- 
stitution. Article II, Sep- 
aration of Powers, is 
amended to: 


Provide that the pow- 


ers of government of the 
State of Texas are di- 
vided among three dis- 
tinct branches: legisla- 
tive, executive, and judi- 
cial. Except as otherwise 
authorized by the con- 
stitution, members of one 
branch may not exercise 
any power properly at- 
tached to either of the 
others. 


Article III, The Legis- 


lature, is amended to: 


Continue the present 


structure of the legisla- 
ture consisting of a se- 
nate with 31 members 
and a house of represen- 
tatives with 150 mem- 
bers. The present organi- 
zation and procedure of 
the legislature are con- 
tinued except that the 
provision allowing closed 
executive sessions of the 
senate is omitted. Provi- 
sions on the conflict of in- 
terest of members of the

governor's power to veto 
bills or line items in ap- 
propriation bills. The ar- 
ticle 
provides 
for 


single-member senator- 
ial, representative, and 
congressional districts. A 
compensation commis- 
sion is created to recom- 
mend the compensation 
and allowances to be re- 
ceived by members of the 
legislature. The legisla- 
tive compensation, set by 
law, may not exceed this

The article man- 
dates the legislature to 
provide a new governor- 
elect an appropriation so 
the governor-elect may 
organize an office prior to 
inauguration, and per- 
mits the legislature to 
grant powers of fiscal 
control to the governor.
